The new store 
will. carry more audio 
merchandise, (compact disc, 
cassette tapes), as well as the 
merchandise it presently 
offers, he said. 

Owning the new plaza has 
been sort of long time desire 
for Ryan. He said he has 
always wanted to own the 
building he works out of. 

The new plaza is constructed 
with decorative block and 
contains air tight E Argon 
filled windows. The heat and 
air conditioning for the build- 
ing is supplied by separate 
heat pumps, Ryan said. 

The plaza also has sidewalk 
running the length of the build- 


ing, which he said is rather a 
unique feature to the village. 

Ryan said he chose the 
colors green and orange for the 
outdoor mn to match the 
decorative block and the green 
roof. 

As well as being pleased 
about his new store, Ryan said 
he is happy with the two 
tenants he will share the build- 
ing ith

tenants’’ with Bush Furniture 
being in business since 1945, 
along with his business which 
has been around for 18 years.

to begin for Madoc 
Catholic Church 


For the first time in 35 years, 
the Archdiocese of Kingston 
has launched a major fund 
raising campaign, called 
Together in Faith, to raise $5.5 
million for the needs of three 
ead ge including the Sacred 

eart of Mary in Madoc. 

A sum of $2.5 million will be 
applied to the restoration of the 
Archdiocesan Cathedral, St. 
Mary's of the Immaculate 
Conception, Kingston while 
$1.5 million is designated to 
develop and expand Diocesan 
programs and services which 
will deal with Family Life, 
Youth, Justice and Peace, and 
a Diaconate Formation Prog- 
ram. Each parish will have 25 
per cent of its campaign goal 
returned for local use, or in 
total all parishes will receive 
$1.5 million. 

All parishes within the 
Archdiocese, covering an area 
of 73 churches between Tren- 
ton and Morrisburg on the 
southern boundary and Orms- 
by and Carleton Place on the 
north, are being asked to parti- 
cipate by accepting a propor- 


tionate share of the amount to 
raised. ; 

While the first Catholic 
Church was established in 
Madoc about the year 1850, the 
present Sacred Heart of Mary 
Church was constructed: in 
1881. Today the congregation 
includes the parishoners from 
the Queensborough Church, St. 
Henry’s built in 1878 and closed 
in 1969. The mission church in 
Ormsby was, erected in 1899. 
The parishes consist of approx- 
imately 150 families/individual 
members. _ 

One of the special and unique 
features of the Madoc church 
is Our Lady of Fatima Shrine 
containing the relics of St. 
Redemptor and St. Victoria- 
nus, both Martyrs. It was 
dedicated to Our Lady on Nov. 
3, 1955. 

The Roman Catholic 
Archdiocese of Kingston, 
separated from the Diocese of 
Quebec in 1826, has had a rich 
and colorful history in its 165 
years. It was the first Roman 
Catholic Archdiocese estab- 
lished in the British Empire

Trip changes outlook of vice-principal : 


by John McPhee 

Phyllis. Benedict brought 
back more than souvenirs 
from a working trip in India 
this simmer: she returned 
with a changed outlook on life. 

‘They have an entirely diffe- 
rent perspective on life there, a 
very complacent and unhur- 
ried approach,”’ said Benedict, 
vice rine Eee at Havelock- 
Belmont School. ‘i did a lot of 
changing inside, in the way I 
look at problems, Now when I 
find myself getting caught u 
in something, F fell myself, 
slow down.” 

Benedict left for India on 
July 11, and spent 42 days in 
four centres around .Bhopal, 
along with three other Cana- 
dian teachers chosen by the 
Canadian Teachers Federation 
to participate in the program, 
in which the group taught 
visual aid education methods 
to Indian teachers. 

While the Indian way of life 
left a lasting and positive 
impression on her, ict 
was shaken by the incredible 
poverty and’ Third-World 
conditions in the country of 844 
million. : 


Poverty 


“There are some images ” 
that will stay with me,” she 
said. “One time, in a train 
station, | looked down to see a 
cockroach about the size of my 
hand crawling across this 
man’s face who was sleeping 
on the floor. Also seeing the 
children standing there, with 
flies crawling over their face, 
and severely deformed 
beggars holding out their 
hands.” 

Contrasting to the destitute 
living conditions of the majori- 
ty of India’s ple was the 
opulent lifestyle of the upper 
class, Benedict noted. 

“The treatment of the 
servant class and the caste 
system was something I'd 
never get used to,”’ she said. “I 
stayed at an_ incredibly 
wealthy household (owned by a 
university professor who 
befrie Benedict's group). 
At one point. his wife was just 
screaming at one of the 
servants and I’m sure she 
would have struck him had we

Simple knitting

A simple ball of yarn can 

roduce five sets of small 

ooties, bonnets, and mitts to 
keep premature babies warm 
and give them a better chance 
of living. 

Nancy Watson of the televi- 
son show Marketplace felt 
seniors could help the plight of 
the thousands o 
after 22 weeks ‘and before 37 
weeks, and so the -Guardian 
Angel program was born. 

Watson started the Guardian 
Angel program which invites 
people to knit tiny hats, booties 
and mitts for premature 
babies earlier this year. 

Watson was able to secure 
Guardian Drugs as a corporate 
sponsor for the project. Guar- 
dian Drug Stores provide 
instruction sheets on how to 
knit the hats, booties and 
mitts, and also accept the 
finished products and have 
them delivered to the hospital. 

The Guardian Angel concept 
was the idea of Participaction, 
a non-profit organization that 
works in conjunction with 
corporations. 

The program was started in 
Kingston for the neonatal unit 
at Kingston General Hospital. 

Aileen Brooks, a Madoc resi- 
dent found out about the prog- 
ram and has been knitting 
outfits ever since. 

Brooks recently introduced 
the program to the Happy 
Wanderers Seniors Club in 
Madoc and as well the 
Guardian Drugs Pharmacy in 
Madoc which hadn’t been 
informed of the program.

Citizens out in force to voice 
concerns over landfill site 


by Jeff Wilson 


About 110 people attended a 
Centre and South Hastings 
County Waste Management 
Master Plan/Candidate Area 
Meeting last Thursday to voice 
their concerns over the selec- 
tion process for a landfill site 
in the area. 

The meeting which was held 
in Huntingdon Township was 
chaired by Huntingdon Reeve 
Owen Ketcheson. Area resi- 
dents were given a chance to 
listen to speakers, including 
Diane Barker and Hans Mooi) 
from the Ministry of the Envi- 
ronment talking about the 
Master Plan selection and 
Environmental Assessment 
Study processes; Bob Burdett, 
consultant from Proctor and 
Redfern also speaking on the 
selection process, and Jim 
Robinson from Golder and 
Associates talking on the hydro 
geological studies. 

After the speakers finished 
the audience was invited to ask 
questions of the panel. 

Area residents wanted to 
know why an incinerator could 
not be used as an alternative to 
a landfill site. Consultant Bob 
Burdett informed the audience 
that Ontario's NDP govern- 
ment policy states that no 
further incinerators are to be 


_ built. and therefore a landfill 


site is the only viable option. 


Local residents were in 


disagreement with the candi- 
date areas chosen for possible 
sites, which includes the south- 
ern portion of Huntingdon 
Township and an area that 


encircles the Village of Stirling 
and also includes land in 
Rawdon: and Sidney Town- 
ships. Many members of the 
audience felt that under the 
criteria for site selection their 
land did not qualify. The 
criteria for a possible landfill 
site includes, a water table 
level of 20 foot underground or 
greater, overburden (soil) 20 
feet and over, overtop of the 
bedrock and a non-premeable 
overburden. 

The Centre and South Hast- 
ings County Waste Manage- 
ment Committee is currently 
looking for a piece of land to 
become a 150 acre landfill site 
to meet the needs of 14 area 
municipalities for the next 20 
years. 

Many residents questioned 
the panel members as to why 
more of the possible candidate 
areas were not in the south, 
closer to Highway 401 and to 
where most of the gare 
originates. A Huntingdon study 
group recently presented the 
Waste Management commit- 
tee with six additional candi- 
date sites closer to Highway 
401. Consultant Bob Burdett 
said he studied the six sites and 
found that five of the areas 
didn’t meet the criteria, and 
the one that did was already 
under consideration. In 
answering the audience’s ques- 
tions, Burdett said finding a 
site closer ‘to where the 
garbage originates was not one 
of the top priorities in a public 
survey on concerns. He said 
protecting water quality was 
most important concern of 
people surveyed and that

He also told 
local residents the landfill is 
being designed to handle waste 
that cannot be recycled, 
reduced pete ati The pror 
osed 150 acre site was deter- 
mined by adding the gel 
tage of waste that could not be 
recycled, reduced and reused 
to a safety margin percentage 
which. was calculated by 
taking the percentages of 
waste that may not be distri- 
buted to the proper areas. 

The area residents walked 
away from the meeting with a 
few more questions answered, 
but wishing the selection 
process didn't take so long.

net sales as calculated under 


Cash-strapped Ontario 
farmers heard they'll get some 
relief from the provincial 
government last week, after 
$35.5 million in grants was 
announced. 

The money is aimed at help- 
ing the farm sector which has 
been hit with low commodity 
prices, drought and the gener- 
al economic downturn, said 
Elmer Buchanan, Minister: of 
Agriculture and Food, in a 
press release on Oct. 2. 

In announcing the funding, 
Buchanan acknowledged more 
has to be done. 

“We recognize that money Is 
not the solution to all the 
problems pressing on (our 
farms and farming communi- 
ties,”’ he stated. ‘‘We know that 
this money alone is not enough: 
But I remain confident that 
this new injection of funding, 
coupled with (other govern- 
ment funding) will help bridge 


financially troubled farmers’ 
until next year when long-term 
programs take effect.” 

The funding was broken 
down into these areas: 

$11. million in additional

Answer: Yes.. The amount 
charged by some hospitals for 
respite care (e.g. Markham- 
Stouffville $30/day } is included. 

3. What sort of substantiation 
will be required? 

Answer: A receipt bearing 
the name of the substitute 
caregiver and the charge 
incurred. 

4. Will there be a special 
income tax form? 

Answer: Yes. One will be 
available in time for 1991 
income tax preparation and 
will be similar to the Child 
Care form. 

5. Will the $5,000 be fully 
attributable to 1991 or pro- 
rated for the period after the 
introduction of this deduction? 

XAnswer: It applies as from 


dual’s income in any way. 
Answer: No. It relates only. 


to the 3° medical care 
expenses deduction, since this 
becomes part of the medical

’ ‘Mr. Hawley also indicated 
that these medical expenses 
can be deducted by either the 
disabled person or the spouse. - 
whichever is the more benefi- 
cial one.

It 
should not cost them any extra. 
They are advised to ask for 
written confirmation. 

If their gi ak is not a 
member of the «Insurance 
Bureau, théy should still 
mention that Insurance 
Bureau companies cover their 
clients and this apparently 
should be enough to ensure 
coverage.

Cover with 
towel, set in warm (80 or 85

the summer, or in cold. weath- 
er, on top of insulated furnace 
or radiator, or on a buffer such 
as a heavy folded towel. (A 
friend of mine used her oven or 
heating pad). Stir two or three 
times a day for about three 
days or until starter is bubbly 
and produces a yeasty aroma: 
Transter to larger bowl, large 
jar or Seri container. Cover 
partially (tilt lid or punch holes 
in plastic cover), refrigerate. 
It can be creamy or thick as

Care and feeding: The star- 
ter should be used within 14 
days and fed immediately 
after each use.

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Blue Box program 
could take plastics 


Extending the Blue Box 
program to include flexible 
plastics. such as grocery bags 
and milk pouches, is feasible 
and relatively inexpensive, 
according to a pilot study by 
the Ministry of the Environ- 
ment and Plastics Institute of 
@anada., 

‘Expanding Ontario's recy- 
cling efforts is a positive step 
in reducing the amount: of 
waste that goes into the land- 
fill,” said Environment Minis- 
ter Ruth Grier. 

The six-month demonstra- 
tion project, conducted last 
year with the help of the city of 
Peterborough, involved almost 
3,000 households. About half of 
the residents were asked to 
collect polyethytene fms such 
as shopping bags, bread bags, 
milk pouches and outer bags. 
The second group collected all 
types of plastic film, including 
food stretch wrap and snack 
wrappers. 

The average amount of 
acceptable plastic film recov- 
ered each week was approxi- 
mately 42 to 48 grams per 
household, or the equivalent of 
five or six plastic grocery 
bags. About 90 to 95 per cent of 
the plastic was polyethylene. 
and only about five per cent 
was deemed unsuitable for 
recycling. 

Of the 2,950 households in the 
study area, 77 per cent partici- 
pated in regular Blue Box 
collections. Of those particip- 
ants, over 92 per cent included 
plastic film as part of their 
recycling efforts at least once 
during the four-week study 
period. 

The study’s consultant, 
Proctor and Redfern, 
commented that the recycled 
resin ‘will have access to a 
very large existing market and 
can replace virgin resin sales 
in some cases.” 

Peterborough will begin city- 
wide collection of flexible plas- 
tics in October. The study 


estimated that a similar 
project could be implemented” 
in other cities at an annual 
cost of about 57 cents per 
household.

Proposed new plant may 
be built in township 


by Jeff Wilson 


The first Bretonstone 
rocessing plant could be built 
in Madoe Township providing 
about 100 jobs to the area. 

CEO Thomas Watson said 
Madoc Township and Elliot 
Lake are the two proposed 
sites for the $44 million Gran- 
marble and Granite Inc. plant. 
He said a decision would be 
made within the next two 
weeks. 

Watson said the plant will 
hire most of the 100 people 
locally for positions as orklift 
operators, warehouse men and 
front-end loaders. Watson said 
the plant also will, create 75 
yositions in other supporting 
industmes. 

Watson said the plant will 
most likely be located some- 
where in Hastings County 
because of its proximity fo the 
raw materials. He said‘there 
are 10 serge located in the 
county that the company could 
use. 

The company also must take 
the water source into consider- 
ation, Watson said the plant 
will use 40 gallons of water per 
minute. 

In an interview Watson said 
the prosposed site in Madoc 
Township seems to have the

Once constructed the 110,000 
sq. ft. plant will have a roduc- 
tion capacity of 9.5 million ft.

Local business 
celebrates 
30th anniversary

Joe Foley Bus Lines 
(Madoc) Ltd. began in 1961 
with just one 1960 GMC sixty 
passenger bus, and now as the 
company celebrates its 30th 
anniversary in the school bus 
business has 22 buses in its 
fleet. 

The company is holding a 
30th anniversary celebration 
Oct. 19 at the Eldorado Hall. 

The family-owned and i ge 
ated business was started by 
the late Joe Foley and is now 
run by his son Duane Foley. 

The 22 bus fleet services 18 
routes in the Marmora, Madoc 
and Tweed areas, two routes of 
which were just added in 
October 1991, as well as two 
daily kindergarten runs in the 
Marmora and Tweed areas. 
The bus line transports 
students to seven different

When the bus line first 
started in 1961 it began with

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As the business progressed 
the bus line was awarded 
another route by tender when 
students had to be bussed to 
the township school after the 
Queensboro school was closed 
in 1968. The iets bus line also 
awarded the Millbridge route 
through tender a year later. 

In about 1972 the Foley’s 
increased their fleet when 
Franklin Coach Lines of 
Marmora sold them some of 
their school buses. 

A few years later routes 
serving Madoc Public School 
and CHSS from Old Marmora 
Road area came up for tender, 
and the Foley’s were the 
successful bidders. 

Duane Foley, son of the late 
Joe Foley took over for his 
father in 1986.

We were especially inter- 
ested in the German facilities, 
particularly the incineration 
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lant at Biebesheim, near 
‘rankfurt. The Biebesheim 
incinerator is the model for the 
rotary kiln incinerator prop- 
osed for OWMC’s state-of-the- 
art hazardous waste facility 

If OWMC’s proposal is 
approved--it's now being 
reviewed at a public hearing-- 
the people hired to run the 
facility will probably be sent to 
Biebesheim for hands-on train- 
ing. Having seen German facil- 
ities in operation, Im 
convinced that,we in Ontario 
have a lot to learn from them 
about how to manage our 


hazardous wastes 
Safe Technology 

The Germans have had 
hazardous waste facilities for 
more than 20 vears. They have 
developed highly-effective 
technologies to deal with their 
hazardous wastes without 
harming either the enviror- 
ment or human health 

Most of the facilities | visited 
are surrounded by farmland 
Yet there is no evidence that 
hazardous’ waste facilities are 
having a detrimental effect on 
human health or the marketing 
or locally grown produce 
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in Germany today, you 
would have a hard time finding 
people who disagree with the 
need for waste ‘treatment and 
disposal facilities 
Green Patty--the most radical 
environmental group in 
Europe—recognizes that waste 
reduction, while important, 
cannot be a substitute for safe 
treatment and disposal _ 

We did notice several differ- 
ences between the German 
facilities and the one being 
proposed for Ontario Because 
of the scarcity of available 
land, the Germans have had to 


Even the 


locate facilities wherever they 
could find a suitable site. They 
have not been able to carry out 
a long. in-depth search foMthe 
best possible location as we 
have been able to do in Ontar- 
io. (OWMC is proposing. to 
build its facility near Smithvil- 
le in the Niagara region.) 

Nor have they been able to 
build integrated facilities with 
a lab, treatment er ineiner- 
ator and. landfill, all on one 
site. such as the one OWMC is 
planning 

But the’ most fundamental 
difference is in attitudes. While 
there is some: local opposition 


foe 


to the new facilities in 
Germany, they are’ generally 
more inclined to view the 
problem of hazardous wastes 
as one which-is shared by the 
whole society. And they are 
more willing to use their tech 
nology to help solve it. Isn't it 
time we did the same?

one chair with a clear finish 
would require approximately 
one quart; 100 square feet 
would require one gallon. 

Carefully pour some of the 
remover into a metal can and 
then replace the lid on the 
original container.

Apply the 
remover to ‘an area of about 
two square feet at a time and 
allow time for the remover to 
do its job. 

After about five minutes, a 
bubbling action occurs. Don't 
try to rush the job by using a 
scraper too soon; you'll be 
stuck with a sticky substance 
that is difficult to remove. 
Leave the area and get-some 
fresh air while the remover is 
doing its job..It usually takes 
about 15 to 20 minutes for the 
remover-to work; check the 
label for the time required for

For most of us, the prospect 
of having to put a new roof on 
the house is about as appealing 
as an IRS audit. So it’s under- 
standable why some homeow- 
ners tend to put it off until the 
roof actually starts to leak. 

But waiting until leaks 
appear can be very costly. By 
that time, moisture has 
already invaded the deck 
material beneath the shingles 
and may have begun to rot it. If 
there is insulation under the 
deck. that may also be 
affected. And, considerable 
damagé can ensue if moisture 
gets into the drywall or 
plaster.

If you are going to inspect 
the roof yourself, take every 
possible safety precaution 


Avoid climbing onto the roof 
inself, especially if it's steeply 
pitched. Instead, conduct the 
inspection by looking out attic 
or gable windows, if they exist 
and if they afford a vantage 
point: If you must do the 
inspection from the outside, 
stay on a securely positioned 
ladder 


To confirm the overall condi- 
tion of your roof and to deter- 
mine whether reroofing is 
called for, get a professional 
opinion from an experienced, 
reputable contractor. Better 
yet, get opinions from several 
contractors. Ask for referals 
from friends and neighbors, 
and check::with your local 
Better Business Bureau to 


satisfy yourself that the 
contractors have good 
reputations. 

‘If the contractors you 


consult confirm the need to 
reroof, get written bids from 
each for the cost of doing the 
job. Included ‘should be 
‘replacement of gutters, 
downspouts and flashings, if 
necessary. If the old shingles 
are to.be torn off, the cost of 
_removal and disposal should 
‘ also beypart of the bid 


The contractor should also 
check for proper ventilation of 
attic space and discuss with 
you the benefits of applying an 
underlayment to protect 
against water-driven rain, 
snow and ice back-ups.

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Insulating your home could lead to spare change 


Before you Start any do-it- 
yourself insulation project, 
make sure you have: a sharp 
utility knife, a step ladder for 
high reaches, a staple gun, a 
straight edge and a measuring 
tape. For comfort, wear a 
mask, a long-sleeved shirt, a 
pair of work gloves and safety 
glasses. 

Fiber glass blanket insula- 
tion is the most commonly 
used material for do-it- 
yourself projects. It typically 
comes in R-values of R-13. 
R-19, R-25, R-30 and R-38 
(having thicknesses from 3 1/2 
in to 12 in.) 


Blanketing the attic 


Insulating your attic is one of 
the easiest and most effective 
ways to helpsave on your ener- 
gy bills. If your attic already 
has some insulation, add 
unfaced R-25 (8 in.) Attic 


Blanket insulation, starting at 
the outer edges of. the attic. 
Begin by laying a piece of 
temporary flooring to kneel on 
while working. 


if the existing insulation is a 
few inches below the top of the 
joists. lay the new material 
directly over it. in between the 
joists. If the joist cavity is 
already filled, place the new 
insulation perpendicular to the 
existing layer. 

Put in the long runs first, and 
place the leftover pieces aside 
for filling up smaller spaces 
later. Make sure to butt cach 
section of insulation tightly up 
against the adjacent section 
for a complete thermal barri- 
er. If you encounter wiring, 
split the insulation to fit around 
it. 

if your attic currently has no 
insulation, install faced fiber 
glass blanket insulation - with 
kraft-paper or foil backing. 
The facing acts as a vapor 
barrier to help control mois- 
ture and should be placed down 
toward the warm-in-winter 
side. 

Whether your insulation is 
faced or unfaced, leave vents 
uncovered so air flow is not 
blocked. This air flow reduces 
attic temperatures and

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prevefits moisture buildup 
Covering basement walls 

Insulating your basement 
can provide your family with 
extra ‘living ‘space in your 
home: The easiest way to 
insulate basen ent walls is to 
build a framework of 2 x 4 
studs, installed 16 or 24 in. on 
center, and then place R-13 (3 
1/2 in.) Premium Wall Insual- 
tion or R-11 (3 12 in.) insula- 
tion between the studs. 

Assemble the framework on 
the floor if your basement ts 
level; if it isn’t, install the top 
and bottom:2 x 4s and then the 
upright studs. In either case. 
the bottom studs should be 
pressure-treated to prevent 
rotting. The .completed 
framework should be anchored 
to the floor with masonry nails 
and nailed directly to the joists 
overhead. 


Measure and cut each length 
of insulation slightly long to 
ensure a tight fit. Wedge the 
fiber glass blankets snugly 
between the studs with the 
vapor barrier facing In toward 
the warm-in-winter side 
Staple the flange ‘edge of the 
facing) to the studs. 

if your insulation is unfaced, 
staple a vapor barrier of 4 or 6 
mil. polyethylene plastic to the 
studs to prevent moisture build 
up. Do not leave the 
polyethylene or faced insula- 
tion uncovered because these 
materials pose a fire hazard. 
Cover it with a code-approved 
interior finish, such as gypsum 
wallboard 

To finish the job, use leftover 
pieces of initation to wedge 
into the band joist - the area 
between the top plate of the 
framework and the floor

Covering crawlspaces and 
floors 


Insulating crawlspaces and 
floors helps maximize your 
home's energy efficiency. To 
insulate foundation walls in a 
heated crawlspace, measure 
and cut small pieces of unfaced 
R-19 (6 14 in.) fiber glass 
insulation to fit snugly against 
the band: joist. Then using long 
furring strips, nail long blank- 
ets of unfaced insulation to the 
sill or the band joist 

Faced insulation cannot be 
used on crawlspace walls 
hecause the facing is flamm- 
able and should never be left 
exposed. Make sure to use 
enough insulation to cascade

Fill in the cracks: around 
windows, doors and electrical 
boxes with your insulation 
scraps. Remember that insula- 
tion should be kept at least 3 in. 
away from recessed light 
fixtures unless they are 
designed for insulation contact 
and marked “‘I.C."’ Also, be 
sure to use only unfaced * 
material in spaces between 
masonry chimneys and wood 
framing.

A product that can be found 
in most homes in downtown 
Tokyo and _— in ublic 
washrooms and hotels all over 
Japan is being introduced in 
North America. The Smart 
Seat is an electronically 
controlled ‘“‘wash and dry” 
toilet seat that can be added to

The product, which is a joint 
venture between American- 
Standard, Japan and an elec- 
trical company. was first 
marketed in Japan seven 
year S ago. 

“In the first two years, they 
sold about 1,000 Smart Seats a 
year,” sayS Neil Moir, mana- 
ger. ( ‘hinaware Marketing for 
Amer ican-Standard Canada. 

“Since then, this type of 
product has taken off. Last 
year, people in Japan bought a 
total of about 350,000 Smart 
Seats or ‘other similar 
products.” 

With a push of a button the 
shower arm on the Smart Seat 
will release a spray - either a 
regular cleansing spray or a 
softer mist spray designed 
particularly for women. Both 
spray positions can be 
adjusted to suit the individual. 
Press another button, and the 
seat releases a stream of 
heated air for comfortable 


drying. The person using the | 


device controls the length of 
washing time, making it as 
long or short as he or she likes.

Sixteen other Peterborough 
schools joined them. 

They learned, among other 
things, the importance of 
French as a second language 
and how bilingualism opens 
many doors for the future.

Both programs are 
established under the authori- 
ty of the Farm Income Protec- 
tion Act and, as such, are 
designed to protect the incom- 
es of grain and oilseed farmers 
in particular.
